Loxbox, January 26.—The excitement and anger 
enkindled by the dynamite explosions still continue.

The report caused the court and streets in 
the vicinity to be crowded with excited citizens. 
Extra police were placed on duty to keep order. 
The feeling against Cunningham is bitter. the 
crowd ouce got its hands on him he would be 
lynched. Shortly after noon, it was learned that 
detectives had arrested another man in connection 
with the explosions, and he and Cunningham will be 
arraigned together at the Bow Street Police 
Court. People in the vicinity of the Thames Court 
then left in the direction of the Bow Street Court. 

IMPORTANT REVELATIONS. 

The letter received by the police yesterday is now 
helieved to be a very important document. In ad- 
dition to other valuable information it states that 
St. Paul's Cathedral andthe office of the Daily 
Telegraph are among the buildings which the 
dynamiters threaten toblowup.

James Gilbert Cunningham, arrested yesterday on 
suspicion of having something to do with the 
Tower outrage, was examined to-day at the Bow 
Street Police Station, on the charge of having 
caused the explosion at the Tower, preferred 
against him. He declared that he was an English- 
man. Evidence was adduced showing that the man 
gave contradictory rep ies at the time of his arrest. 

THE BUILDINGS GUARDED. 

The approaches toall the public buildings are 
rigidly guarded. Nobody is allowed to enter with- 
out submitting tothe closest scrutiny. The Tower 
and Parliament Houses are surrounded with sen- 
tries. Colonel Majendie is minutely examining the 
scenes of the explosions. Immense crowds of peo 
ple are attracted to the vicinity of the Tower and 
Westminster. The two policemen, Cox and Cole, 
injured by the explosion at Westminster Hall, are 
making favorable progress, and hope is eutertained 
of their recovery. The Irish newspapers denounce 
the outrage in vigorous terms. 

THE IRISH PRESS. 

The Freeman's Journal says: “Only one feeling 
prevails throughout Ireland regarding the fiendish 
crimes, and that is, deep and earnest sympathy- 
with those injured no less than the earnest wish 
that the diabolical authors will be brought to jus- 
tice. Any man with a touch of human feeling must 
regret the escape of the miscreants.” 

EIGHT MEN UNDER SURVEILLANCE. 

It is reported that the police have discovered an 
important clue. which they are following up with 
the utmost diligence. Already eight men are under 
surveillance. It is rumored that several arrests wil 
be made this afternoon.

CUNSINGHAM'S EXAMINATION.

The Inspector 
further deposed that the prisoner was known at 
his lodging in Whitechapel as Dalton. A box ane

Inquiry by telegraph revealed the 


fact that Cunningham was unknown at the al- 
leged lodgings at Liverpool. The proprietor of the 
house there said he could remember no such man 
as the one described as Cunningham.

AN ALARMING RUMOR. 


Report of a Serious Accident on the Mis- 
souri Pacific Proves Untrue. 

Governor Marmaduke, ex-Lieutenant Governor 
Brockmeyer, Representative Ratchford, and a num- 
ber of other gentlemen who wanted to go to Jefferson 
City on the morning train of the Missouri Pacific 
Road to-day were very disagreeably disappointed 
when they arrived atthe Union Depot this morn- 
ing. They were told by the depot 
master that the morning train to Jefferson 


city had been abandoned, that there was some, 
doubt whether the night train would go out or not, 
and that parties wishing to reach the capital would 
have to try some other route. The gentiemen re- 
turned to the hotels, and will make another attempt 
to reach the State capital to-night. The rumor 
immediately spread that there had been a terrible 
wreek on the Missouri Pacific road,with loss of life, 
and for some time therewas considerable excitement. 
Everything at the general offices of the road, how. 
ever, showed that there was no cause for serious 
alarm. It was stated by Mr. Brock, superintendent 
of transportation, that a freight train had n de- 
railed on a bridge near Isbell Station, about sixteen 
miles on this side of Jefferson City. Ones of 
the bridge was broken, and the road was 
closed until the dama could be repaired. 
The statement was made that noone was injured, 
that the wreckers were at work, ani that transport- 
ation would be resuined as soon as possible. In the 
mean time, though, trains would be sent around via 
the Wabash.

Tue feeling in this country against dyna- 
miters is intense, as it should be. For miscre- 
ants who would avail themselves of the protec- 
tion of American citizenship or American resi- 
dence to wage from our shores a coward war 
of indiscriminate murder against the women 
and children, and the private property ol 
friendly people. there is neither sympathy nor 
apology in the public opinion of this country.

Secretary McCulloch, while waiting for a commis- 
sion to investigate the alleged crookedness in the 
New York Custom House, proceeds in a very pract- 
ical manner to abolish some known abuses in the 
form of officials who have nothing to do but draw 
liberal salaries.

Another illustration can be supplied of the 
liability to destruction of telegraph wires 
even when carefully Protected. In 
1881 and 1882 the Mutual Union laid 
across the river containing six conductors each. 
To-day only four of the twelve conductors are work- 
ing. What destroyed the wires? Hard to tell with 
certainty, but the probability is that hghtning 
caused the trouble, both in the cable wires and iu 
those laid in accordance with the Brook's system. 
Now, suppose the Western Union went to work in 
obedience to some law and took down its poles and 
placed its wires under ground in accordance with 
the Brook's or 
E OTHER SYSTEM.

What kind of a position would it be in when, in the 
course of three or four years,from 30 to 50 per 
cent of its subterranean wires would have given up 
working? 

In my opinion the Brooks system is a filure. 
We have replaced the wires which Lave given out 
in the Brooks gas-pipe by others run throngh a 
water-tight trough through which krute wires 
are run from end to end, The 
trough bas a moveable, cover, so 
whenever anything goes wrong we have only to 
lift it, pull out the identical wire in troub.e, 
the break and repair it. Whatever sys- 
tem of underground telegra phy is 
ultimately adopted, it must provide us with as 
ready means of discovering and remedying breaks 
as is supplied in the trough system by which we 
cross the bridge. Hew thisisto be done I don't 
know, but the people who order the telegraph 
companies to do a certain thing are 
certainly under a moral obligation to show them 
how it can be done.“

THE ANTHROPOPHAGL 


An Explorer Relates How Cannibaig 
Eat Their Victims. 
From the San Francisco Chronicle. 


The gentleman has been e for several 
ears ona scientific ex tion among the 
ds of the South o, and his impressiong 


principal groups. The coral reefs, he sai 

were in no wise like those of the conventio 
phy. They are only seen at low-water 
x and are situated from ten to fifteen miles 
from theislands. The islands rise abruptly out 
of the water, some having perpendicular eleva. 
tions of 500 feet. The climate and luxuriance 
of vegetation were next described by the 
, together with the dress of the natives, 
food and houses. Asregards color, the 
inhabitants of the Feejee Islands are copper col. 
ored; the females are tall, willowy and well 
formed. The son of one of the Kings of tho 
regions was six feet two inches tall and weighed 
240 pounds, and was the finest specimen of 
— manhood the speaker ever sas. 
arther north the color of the natives was 
black, and in New Guinea a charcoal mark was 
lighter than the tiat of the native skin. There 
are no cannibals in the Feejee group, as is com- 


monly su „ no man having been eaten 
there for ears. South of the Feejee, to. 
ward A is a group of 180 islands known 


as the Solomon grou In these islands canni- 
balism is daily practiced. The speaker related 
an incident that happened to him on the island 
of Mallicollo. 
PREPARING FOR THE FEAST. 
Having landed from his schooner he ap- 
h the town, which is always built a 
ew rods from the shore, and found a number 
of women seated in the largest house. He ad- 
dressed them in their dialect, but they would 
not speak, though it is as hard for a female to 
keep silence in those regions as it is in a more 
civilized community. The women left the 
house and he followed them to the shore, where 


man was followed by about 200 others in their 
canoes, who carried among them a dead native, 
This man they had killed in a war on a neigh- 
boring tribe. The man was tied with grass 
ropes and carried to a public square by the 
women, all taking care not to touch the body. 
Three men then extracted the entrails from the 
body, while others dug a e hole in the 
earth. The cavities of the y were filled 
with heated stones and placed in the hole, and 
heated stones heapedon the body. Aftera 


two-hours' dance and incantation the body was 


thought to be done toa turn and was taken 
from its roasting-place and carried around on 
sticks and introduced to each warrior. It was 
then placed ina sitting position and was ap- 
roached by the chief, who inquired if it had 

n satisfactorily treated, and as the body did 
not avail itself of the opportunity of expressing 
its gratification, the priest of the town answered 
for it, After this ceremony the body was cut 
with knives of stone used only for sacrificial

: THE ANTHROPOPHAGOUS BANQUET. 

The choicest morsels of the roasted flesh, ac- 

cording to the native taste, were the upper 
arms and the thighs, and these human delica- 
cies were reserved to tickle the palate of the 
chief. The rest of the body was divided among 
the warriors, with the exception of the bead, 
which was given tothe priest, and the hands 
and feet, which were contemptuously handed 
to the women. The pieces of human flesh 
were all placed on banana leaves and each man 
waited until all had been allotted their share. 
Then the toasted portions were poised simulta- 
neously on wooden forks and deposited down 
the cavernous throats of the assembled canni- 
bals, exceeding relish being shown in the feast 
of human flesh, though the next day most of 
them had the colic. The greatest care was 
taken not to touch the flesh with the ers. 
The leaves of banana were thrown ina large 
fire, the wooden forks were placed in a running 
stream and were allowed to remain there for 
three days. Theonly men who touched the 
body were those who prepared it for regen 
and these were driven into the woods wi 


‘stones, where they were compelled to stay for 


three days without eating. After this proba 
tionary period they were allowed to return, 
having been thought to have expiated the fault 
of touching the human remains.

The Man Who Fosse More Wealth Than 
All His Colleagues Combined—Stanford’s 
passion for Horse Flesh-A Sketch of the 
New Senator. 


Fy Telegraph to the Post-Dispateh. 

Wasntxgrox, January 24.—All the wealthy men 
of the wealthy Senate will have to take a back 
seat when California’s new Senator, Hon. Leland 
sanford, arrives, Those who know bim best say 
pis wealth is greater than that of the entire 
senate as it now stands, He will be the wealth 
jst man ever in Congress. “You may estimate his 
walth anywhere from forty to eighty million dol- 
yrs, and you will be safe,” said a personal friend 
the coming Senator, who has been at both his 
pomes in California and who has known him for 
many years. Governor Stanford, now Senator-elect 
stanford, has, as intimated above, two homes, one 
jn San Francisco and the other at Hot Springs, 
wwenty or thirty miles out of that city. The house 
in the city is where be resides, that in the country 
where be lives. Having spent more than half a 
century of his life in the accumulation of his 
splendid fortune, he really is at a loss to knowhow 
toenjoy it, in the ordinary ecceptation of the 
term enjoyment, For the sort of pleasures that 
most people enjoy he has no taste. Society, travel, 
polities, public life, luxurious living, none“ of them 
have any especial attraction for him. He has one 
recreation, He loves a fine horse, 
So he bas his fine farm ~- finely 
fitted up, and here he keeps and grows and trains 
hundreds of fine horses. Some of these are the 
best that this country can produce,some are the 
best that can be foun abroad. He has at this 
farm seven or eigut hundred —perbaps a thousand— 
FINE HORSES 
from the blooded baby of a few days’ or months’ 
age tothe finest stock thatthe Pacific coast can 
poast. And horses do better there than in the 
country east of the mountains. The climate seems 
yo suit them better. It is more like that of Arabia, 
where they attain their highest natural state. It 
does dt Seem to be for the pleasure of fast driving 
that the Governor-Senator indulges in this farm, 
which, with its accompaniments, cost him perhaps

In regard to Senator O'Brien's convict labor bill 
and Manufacturer Raub's opinion about the same.

Deputy Warden, once or twice, 
an if he goes again, off ‘comes his 
shirt.“ which in prison parlance means 
that he will get a whipping, and then you may rest 
assured that the task is doneafter that. And there | 
is not a task in the entire pen which is not worth to 
the contractor from seventy-five cents to $2 per 
task.” 
“Then, in your estimation,this is a gross injustice 
to the working men!“ 
“Well, I can scarcely find words strong enough to 
emphasize my yes, and so I'll give you some figures 
to show Shy there are so many harness makers ou! 
of employment in this city. Are they“ capable 
workmen?’ Certainly. Are they honest and ut in 
every way? Certainly. What compels them and 
their dependent wives ard children in 
many cases to cry for bread they cannot 
get? Nothing but convict prison labor. And the 
difference between 
CONVICT AND FREE LABOR 
cannot be better ijiustrated than by the following 
figures. The labor for the making of three dozen 
sets of check-lines made by a convict will cost on y 
$2 40, while one dozen of the same grade, with the 
exception of the leather, which is much 
superior, would cost for the labor, made in St. 
Louis, $2 50. That is the full labor on one dozen 
cost more than the convict labor on three dozen. 
Further, three dozen of five-ring halters, made by 
a convict, will cost for labor 82 40; in St. Louis the 
labor will cost 83. Riding bridles, gig saddles, col- 
lars, whips aod and other articles too numerous to 
be mentioned here are manufactured with 
the same discrimination avainst free 
labor. Now, justto show how this prison labor 
bas cut wages down in St. Louis. Formerly the 
workman could get $8 or over for making the one 
dozen set of check-iines, which were referred to 
above. and for which he now gets but 82 50. Again, 
in the case of hajters, the workmen now get only 
$2 75 today for what they former- 
ly were paid $3 80, that is, a reduction 
has been brought about by convict competition of 
nearly $1, or twenty-five per cent. you might say. 
There are any number of other instances that might 
be cited.” 
“How about Senator O'Brien's fifty squad scheme, 
that is. giving to each contractor only fifty men?” 
“Senator O'Brien has an idea that such a plan 
will not interfere with uare or outside labor. but 
the Senator evidently has not had any work to 
superintend within these four square walls or he 
would not hold out such faise hopes. He ought to 
know t scheme is impracticable. 
Contractors at the pen have to en- 
gage forty or more convicts, and even if they 
on't work the full forty they must pay for the 
forty just the same. So it can be read ly seen that 
they will work the forty if there is anything to be 
done. Besides, if the work comes in with a rush, 
the contractors are privileged to work more than 
forty, so that they never allow an order to pass by. 
I know myself that Mr. Sullivan, a present 
contractor, has at work about 150 
men. Now to show the fallacy 
of O'Brien's statements, let me show just what I 
accomplished with an avefage of thirty-five men, 
which will 3 that. no matter if the gangs are re- 
stricted to fifty, there will be ruinous competition 
with square labor. In June, 1879.1 turned out in 
the harness department $2,024 60 worth of goods: 
July. $2.352 82; September, $4,329 30; June, 1881. 
$3.910 480; July, $3.566 83; September, 
$5,280 21. These figures are sufficient to 
convince our legislators at Jefferson City that con- 
vict labor should be abolished, and that there is no 
way to make it anything but disastrous. lam glad 
that the City Council of this city has passed a reso- 
lution advocating the abolition of the entire system.
